there. The worst part of the

St were lifted | from their founda- 
tions and portions of the roots OB 
the Irvington flour mill, the Hen 
derson Route coal shute and othet 
structures were blown off. A 1.0m] 
in the town overflowed and flood 
ed a number of bouses, the oc- 
cupants being compelled to move 
out. The heavy rain caused a 
washout on the Henderson. Route 
track and delayed east-bound 
train No. 44. 

In the Dowell neighborhood, 
out from Irvington and towards 
Brandenburg, the storm was very 
severe. Many trees and hundreds 
of feet of fencing was blown 
down, growing crops were blown 
flat to the ground and the country 
was literally flooded. 

The telephone companies did 
not suffer much from the storm 
except at Irvington, where the 
wires were broken by tree- fall- 
ing OH them. 

The w.nd pmyed havoc in 
Cloverport and vicinity with fruit 



the roofs on the postoffice, flout 
mill, Oelze building, H. L. 
Mader's stable and other build- 
lugl were damaged by the wind. 
The glass in the front door at 3. E. 
Keith home was shattered. The rain 
was as heavy at wai ever known 
here. Driven by the hard wind 
it made its way into buildings in 
the business district through even 
the smallest crevices and where 
doors and windows were closed. 
The sewers were soon tilled and 
the streets and sidewalks were 
flooded. 

The most remarkable thing 
about the storm was the fact that 
it missed some towns altogether, 
though it was severe at points only 
a few miles away. Stephensport 
got only a shower and no wind 
and Hardinsburg did not get any 
of the storm. 

The storm was severe at Bowl- 
ing Green, Harrodsburg, Louis- 
ville and other cities. It came at 
the close of an excessively hot day 
and gave some relief.

All three had gone into 
the Ohio, as was their custom, lor the 
afternoon plunee, and Miss Annie 
Belle, the youngest, was the only one 
of tbe trio who was not an expert 
swimmer. They had been enjoying 
themselves in the water for probably 
an hour, when Miss Annie Belle, in 
spite of the warnings of her older sis 
ters, ventured out beyond her depth. 
She was recklessly plucky and usually 
one of tbe sisters kept near her. Last 
night, however, she swam rapidy 
away from them, leaving them close 
in shore as she looked back at them 
■ he if in jest. Suddenly the young 
woman went down, and on coming 
np called for help. The older sisters 
instantly realized that she was ex- 
hausted, and started toward her. In 
a few seconds tbev were at her side. 
Had they been able to control her 
all would have been saved, Dot in her 
frenzy of fear she threw her own arms 
aboot the arms of her sisters, prevent- 
ing them from swimuing. and all 
three perished. 

The voung women sank only about 
twent7 yards from tbe banc, and, al- 
though scores of men began a search 
for tbe bodies as soon as the alarm 

ing that two of them— those of Miss 
Halite and Miss Fanny— were found 
far out in the stream, where they 
had been carried by the swift current. 
Tbe body of Miss Annie Belle has not 
be«n reoovered, though the river was 
dragged all night for a mile below 
the scene of the accident.

Reduction of Acreage Says Organ 
of A. S. of E.-Bnrretts' Plan 
of Action-Bis: Prices are Paid. 

(Up-To Date Farming.) 
Conflicting reports trom various 
goureea do not give much satisfaction 
tJ tho-ie who want to know the fact* 
regarding the acreage of tobacco. 
Tee West rn Tobacco Journal declares 
that no redaction will u» uimie. as 
pi ices have been encouraging. Tne 
fanners in the districts that Hre fairly 
well organized declare that in those 
sections a reduction of at least 10 per 
cent, can be counted on. From onr 
own correspondence we have no reason 
to believe the 190B acreage will ex- 
ceed that of 1904 in any place, ami w. 
Have it from good authority that tn. re 
will be some reduction in the -Black 
Patch' of Kentucky and Tennessee. 
Heavy rains and cut worm" have done 
their usual amount of damage, and 
iMMtm of planting was generally 
delayed. 

All who are interested in tbe work 
planned by the organizations for the | 
purpose of controlling markets should 
read careiully the plan proposed bv 
Mr. T. T. Barrett, of Henderson Ky. 
Some plan will be adopted at the 
• Owen sboro convention, and we invite 
discussion along this line, so, if 
possible, the delegates may consider 
tne matter intelligently and act wise-

From recent market reports it ap- 
pears that considerable tobacco held 
by farmers is going on the maikets 
to bad order. Conditions on the 
farms are not generally favorable to 
keeping tooacco in warm weather 
Farmers should make a study of this, 
and. as far as possible, arrange to 
keep their tooacco at borne until sold, 
provided they can keep it in perfect 
order. Otherwise they should have it 
prized and stored on some plan simi- 
lar to that suggested bv Mr. Barrett 
For some Ume it will be found neces- 
sary to store the laigest part of tobac- 
co grown, either on the farm or in 
Eijuity warehouse-. 

Farmers' Prices Exceeded. 

From The New Era, of taldwell

Independents Get Left Out. 

Washington, June 14 —The protest 
of the independent tobacco manufac- 
turers against the award of the con- 
tract for smoking and chewing to- 
oacco for the navy to the htm of 
Butler tt Bosher, of Richmond, will 
not be of any avail. Tne announce- 
ment of the award will be made to- 
day or to morrow. 

A numoer of independent manufac- 
turers called to see Paymaster General 
Harris in regard to the matter, and, 
not receiving the assurances from him 
which they wisned, went to see the 
Secretary. Mr. Morton told them the 
department could not undertake to 
withhold the contract from a firm 
simoly because it was in the ^trnst. 
This ended the matter, according to 
the Bureau ot Supplies and Accounts. 

Can't Do it That Way. 

Eight farmers in western Kentucky 
hit upon tbe idea of forming a com- 
pany and selling their tobacco as one 
person, in order to avoid the payment 
of the internal revenue Ui of biz 
cent* a pound The commissioner of 
internal ^revenue hold* that snch a 



d not be brought within 
applying to farmer- 
and growers of tobacco, and there- 
fore the tobacco would be subject to 
the regular tax. 

The commisslonet was asked for a 
ruling on the subject by Collector 
Franks, of Owensboro, who has been 
approached by tbe representative of 
the proposed partnership and asued 
as to its relation to the internal rev- 
enue laws. It was explained that the 
farmers proposed to form h partner- 
ship for the raising and sale of to- 
bacco as cured on the farm, and not 
manufactured in any way. The firm 
was to have an agent who would so- 
licit orders and send the tobacco in 
separate package-, to each customer 
One person was to t>e named as mana- 
ger, and he, after the deduction of his 
salarv. was to divide tbe profits 
equally among the partners.

Cabbage Snake Harmless. 

The Department of Agnculture has 
issued an interesting bulletin which 
explodes the old story that cabbage 
snake worms, or hair worms, are 
poisonous and when eaten in cooked 
cabbage are the cause of death. The 
cabbage snake horror was in many 
respects like the kissing bui; craze. 
It originated in the fall ot 1W03 by 
the d'scovery of tne so-called cabnage 
snake, and species of hair- worm, in 
the neads of cabbage in Tennessee. 
South Carolina and Louisiana. Rum- 
ore of persons being poisoned by "eating 
cabbage affected by this hair-worm 
were magnified by the yellow jour- 
nals until a genuine scare pervaded 
the ranas of cabbage- eaters all over 
the country. 

The result was that the cabbage- 
growing industry was paralyzed, and 
tbe falling off of custom wa- the se- 
verest nlow the truck gardeners of the 
country ever experienced. Fed by 
erroneous reports, evidentlly incited 
in many cases by unscrupulous per" 
eons, the scare soon became wide- 
spread, causing general fear of pois- 
oning from Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia southward, through tbe same 
States as were first affected in 1003 1 
and Into Florida, Kentucky, Illinois, 
Iowa, Missouri, Oklahoma and Col- 
orado, especially, and there was scar- 
cely a State in the union where it was 
not felt. 

The department of agriculture, after 
a long series of experiments in feed 
lng the cabbage snake worms raw and 
cooked to raooits, guinea pigs and 
other animals, and in injecting the 
juice ot tbe worms hyoodermi'-ally, 
declares that none of the reports has 
any foundation, in tact, and that tbe 
worms are perlectly harmless. The 
length of tbe cabbage snaie, the de- 
partment says, varies from two to 
nine inches instead of nin ■ feet, as 
some ot the sensational newspapers 
have reported.

Tobacco Crop Outlook. 

Washington, June 1.V— From the 
report on the condition of the tobacco 
crop issued today by the Department 
of Agriculture information is gather- 
ed trom 1,500 special correspondents 
of an increase of ihe tobacco acreage 
in the burley district compoad of 
counties in Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana 
and West Virginia, which is esti- 
mated at 2. r < per cent. 

Regarding tbe bnney district In 
Kentucky the report says that the 
increase is much larger than 10 per 
cent., and a reason .;iven Is that since 
the price of thoroughbred horses has 
decreased many breeders have plowed 
up grass land and planted them in 
tobacco. 

The department adds . "Reports as 
to conditions of plfns, the character 
of the reason, transplanting, etc , 
vary greatly, but on the whole it may 
be said that tbe plants are good and 
plentiful, the season early in some 
localities, a month earlier than usual, 
and transplanting well advanced ' 

Conditions in the regie or dark tobad 
00 district of Kentucky and Tennessee 
are reported generally favorable.

Louisville, Ky., June 14. — For 
he second time in tive year* the 
nited Confederate Veterans have 
ihered for their annual reunion 
within the pates of Louisville. 

No more sincere tribute to the 
hospitality of Kentucky's nietro- 
•olis could have been paid, than 
this, and certainly no warmer wel- 
come was ever accorded the "boys 
in gray" than they received to- 
day. 

Louisville has never worn a 
gayer dress on any occasion than 
that which she has donned in hon- 
or of the Confederates. Practical- 
ly every building in the city, ex- 
cept those in the remote outskirts. 
i9 decorated, and even in the sub- 
urbs and the byways, the stars 
and bars have been flung to the 
breeze. 

, Like a cloud of gray veterans 
and visitors have poured into the 
city from all sections of the South 
rSrff<TWest. Every train brought 
in camps and parts of camps, un- 
til at noon there were representa- 
tives here from practically every 
one of the 1,400 camps in the U. 

C. V. 

While all efforts to arrive at ex- 
act number of veterans and visit- 
ors are necessarily futile, good 
estimates are that the visitors are 
not less than 15,000. Of this 
number fully 6,000 are Confeder- 
ate veterans. 

The fifteenth reunion was called 
to order in the Horse Show build- 
ing by Col. Bennett H. Young. 
Eev J. William Jones delivered 
the invocation. 

In behalf of the commonwealth.
